nj don't know what the instruction* 
given to our peace commissioners are,” 
rtid the senator, “but so far as concerns 
the negotiations which will be insti­ 
lled in Paris tomorrow, I can see no 
other result than that Spain will have 
reiiuauish her sovereignty over not 
only Luzon island, but the entire Phil­ 
ippine archipelago. Spain has no rea 
^n to expect to be able to retain any 
portion of the group. She went into 
the war and lost, and now ought to be 
prepared to suffer all the consequences 
which such a defeat implies. I regard 
the Philippines as lost to Spain, and 
that being a foregone conclusion, in my 
opinion, the problem which next con­ 
fronts us relates to the form of govern­ 
ment which we will give to the isl­ 
ands.” 
He said sentiment among some of the 
thinking, 
conservative men in this 
country had apparently veered around 
from having merely a naval base and 
coaling station to terminating Spanish 
rule in the whole group. 
Also, he said the United States was 
under obligations to the insurgents, 
who, in a manner, were our allies. 
It 
was our duty to see that they were as­ 
sured safe and civilized rule. 
At another point, he said it seemed to 
him that we would have to maintain a 
temporary protectorate whether 
the 
Philippines would become an indepen­ 
dent nation or a colony ql the United 
States, or whether a long-time Ameri­ 
can protectorate would be established 
would be a subject for congress to de­ 
cide. 
The Spaniards, he said, must submit 
to the terms of our peace commission­ 
ers.

••{Shortly after the naval battle of Ma­ 
nila bay, General Aguinaldo came to 
Cavite from Hongkong and, with the 
oousent of onr naval authorities, began 
active work in raising troops and pu.sn- 
ing the {Spaniards in the direction ot 
Manila. Having met with some success 
and the natives flocking to his assist 
anoe, he proclaimed an independent 
government of republican form with 
himself as president, and at the time 
of my arrival, the entire edifice of ex­ 
ecutive aud legislative departments and 
subdivision of territory for administra­ 
tive purposes had been accomplished, at 
least on paper, and the Filipinos held 
military possession of many points in 
the islands. 
“ As General Aguinaldo did not visit 
me on my arrival, nor offer his services 
as a subordinate military leader, and as 
my instructions from tne president 
fully contemplated the occupation of 
the islands by the American laud forces 
and stated ‘that the powers of the 
military occupation are absolute and 
supreme, and immediately operate upon 
toe political condition of the inhabi­ 
tants,’ I did not confider it wise to 
nolil anv direct communication with 
the insurgent leader until I should be 
in possession of the city of Manila. 
••The {Spanish, observing the activity 
on our part, made a sharp attack with 
lmantry and artillery on the night of 
july 81. The behavior of our troops 
dur.ng the night attack was all that 
could be desired. General Greene's 
troops were reinforced by General Mc- 
Artuur’s. He then had 8,500 men in 
position to attack and deemed the time 
r.ady for action. He communicated 
witn Admiral Dewey and the Spanish 
captain general was notified on Aug. 6 
to remove non-combatants within 48 
hours. 
On the 9th a joint demand for 
tile surrender of the city was sent. The 
captain general asked for more time. It 
was refused. 
“On the 13th the attack was begun 
by our fleet and by the Utah batteries 
in the trenches. Light lines from the 
Colorado regiment pressed forward. 
They were met by a sharp fire in the 
streets at Malate. A number of oar 
men were killed and wounded, includ­ 
ing the soldier who hauled down the 
Spanish colors and raised the Stars aud 
Stripes. The works of the second line 
gave way and 
McArthur held the 
bridges and the town of Malate, and 
shortly after the white flag went up on 
the walls of Manila Lieutenant Whit­ 
tier, U. S. V., and Lieutenant Brum­ 
by. U. S. N., went ashore to communi­ 
cate with the captain general. 
“I soon followed tnese officers, going 
at once to the palace, and there a pre­ 
liminary agreement of the terms of 
capitulation was signed. This agree­ 
ment was subsequently incorporated 
into the formal terms. The Spanish 
colors were hauled down on the sea 
front, the American flag displayed and 
saluted by the guns of the navy. The 
Second Oregon entered the town as a 
provost guard.” 
General Merritt 
reports 
that the 
trophies were nearly $900,000, 13,000 
prisoners and 22,000 stands of arms. 
The report continues: 
“After the issue of my proclamation 
and the establishment of my office as 
military governor, General Aguinaldo 
recognized my authority and made pro­ 
fessions of his willingness to withdraw 
his troops to a line whioh I might indi­ 
cate, but at the same time asking cer­ 
tain favors for himself. 
“Doubtless much dissatisfaction is felt 
by the rank and file of the insurgents 
that quey have not been permitted to 
enjoy the occupancy of Manila, and 
there is some ground for trouble with 
them owing to that fact, but notwith­ 
standing many rumors to the contrary, 
I am of the opinion that the leaders 
will be able to prevent serious disturb­ 
ances.” 
In concluding his report, General 
Merritt acknowledges his indebtedness 
for the success of the expedition to the 
brigade commanders, the division com­ 
manders, members of his staff aud per­ 
sonal aides and makes especial mention 
of Brigadier General Babcock, Major 
McClure, Major Whipple and Captain 
Mott. 
Accompanying the report is 
General Merritt’s proclamation to the 
people of the Philippine islands.

RAGING FOREST FIRES. 


f e a t e r Part of Colorado Forest* L ikely 


to B e Devastated—M aay H om e- 
less In W isconsin.

D enver, Oct. I.—Reports from the 
western portion of the state yesterday 
continued to*tell of the ravages of the 
forest fires, which bid fair to devastate 
the greater part of the forests of the 
state. 
A special 
from Glenwood 
Springs, the center of the burning dis­ 
trict, says: 
“The fires in the mountains near here 
have taken fresh life owing to high 
winds. The sun has been nearly ob­ 
scured all day and the atmosphere is 
heavv with smoke. 
“The fire east of Glenwood Springs 
is fortunately in an unsettled portion of 
the country, and aside from the im­ 
mense loss by the burning of timber, 
no loss has occurred up to the present 
time. 
“The stock on the r a n g e , as tar as 
heard from, has escaped the fire.” 
The fires are now nearly 300 miles in 
circumference, with Glenwood for a 
center, aud practically every mountain 
rallye with timber is ablaze. 
I he °hiy 
cessation of the fire that is reported 
comes from Cottonwood and Four-Mile 
creeks, where tne flames have con­ 
sumed everything that will burn.

Forest fire* wnich have been spreading 
for throe days, snow no signs of abate­ 
ment in Chippewa and Clark counties. 
Outside these two counties the fires 
have generally been checked by raiu or 
have burned everything in sight.

botstord along the Wisconsin Central 
for 200 miles and north for 75 or IOO 
miles. It is estimated that 500,000,000 
feet of pine has been destroyed. Many 
farmhouses have been destroyed.

It is estimated the losses in Barron. 
Polk, Washburn' and Sawyer oonn ties 
has been at least $1,600,000, principally 
to the lumbermen. Some people fled 
from their homes with nothing but the 
clothing they had on. 
Probably 50 
families are left homeless. 
S t . P a u l, Oct. I.—The forest fires 
which have been burning in various 
places throughout Western Wisconsin 
for the past few days, were fanned into 
furious storms of flame by Thursday’s 
winds and did great damage through 
Chippewa, Barron, Dunn, St. Croix and 
Polk counties.

Minister Wu Ting-Fang Ex­ 
plains China’s New Regime. 


TEXT OF THE DEGREE RECEIVED. 


The Chinese Emperor W ill Have rn 
Veto Over the Work of the Dowager 
Empress—!.! Hang Chang Not Un­ 
friendly to England—All the Em­ 
peror^ Advisers W ill Be Retained. 
Alliance Plana With Japan.

“ The abdication of the imperial Chi­ 
nese throne by the present young em­ 
peror in favor of the empress dowager 
will not result in a change at the policy 
of progression and reform which has 
been inaugurated by the emperor and 
latter day Chinese statesmen of the em­ 
pire.** 
This significant statement, correcting 
the impression prevailing that a change 
in the rulers of the Chinese empire will 
result in the closing of the doors of that 
vast empire to foreign commerce and 
the investment of foreign capital, was 
made to the Washington Times the oth­ 
er day by Mr. Wu Ting-Fang, the Chi­ 
nese minister. 
“ I received a copy of the emperor’s 
edict on Sept. 22,** said the minister. 
“ It was issued by the emperor upon his 
own volition, and, contrary to popular 
Impression, created by the press dis­ 
patches from China, he was not coerced 
into doing so. The edict, freely trans­ 
lated from the cipher cable, is as fol­ 
lows: 
“ ’Now that China is disturbed and 
there is need that all business shall be 
well done we, the emperor, agitated 
from ^tenting to evening for the wel­ 
fare of all affairs and fearful lest errors 
may occur, observing from the begin­ 
ning of the reign of Tong Chi that the 
empress dowager had twice given in­ 
structions to the emperor, each time 
with signal ability and success, so we 
now, considering the important inter­ 
ests of the empire, have begged the em­ 
press dowager to give the emperor the 
benefit of her ripe experience and her 
instruction. 
“ ’The dowager empress bas been 
pleased to accede to this request. There­ 
fore it is to the good fortune of the 
whole empire that this auspicious event 
is brought about. From today the em­ 
press dowager conducts the business in 
the imperial parliaments, and on the 
eighth day of the present month (Chi­ 
nese calendar meaning today English 
calendar) we will take all the princes 
and ministers to perform the ceremony 
in the Chin Chung palace. Let the ya­ 
men (foreign office) prepare, that the 
ceremony may be performed with fit­ 
ting honors. * 
• “ The emperor has upon several occa­ 
sions,** continued the minister, “ re­ 
quested the dowager empress to resume 
the government, and it bas only been 
after a great deal of persuasion that she 
has been induced to step in and assume 
active control of the executive affairs of 
the empire. The emperor, while nomi­ 
nally abdicating, will skill have a potent 
voice in the affairs of the government 
No edict or proclamation can be issued 
without his sanction, and any plan 
agreed upon by the empress and her ad­ 
visers can be vetoed by him. That veto 
will kill any proposition which may be 
formulated by the empress and which 
is distasteful'to the emperor. The em­ 
press, according to my advices, will as­ 
sume the office today. 
“ It is a mistake to assume that the 
inauguration of the empress will result 
in the discontinuance of the reform pol­ 
icy of the country. On the contrary, 
she is in thorough accord with the pro­ 
gressive movement and Will do every­ 
thing in her power, I believe, to further 
the plans outlined by the young emper­ 
or. 
She bas not assumed the throne 
with any idea of suppressing the emper­ 
or. She is in accord with his ideas and 
will prove of valuable aid to him aud 
his progressive advisers in the fur­ 
therance of the reform movement. The 
people of China have awakened to the 
realization of the fact that free com­ 
mercial intercourse with foreign nations 
will be of incalculable benefit to the 
empire. They are desirous now of se­ 
curing the in vestment of foreign capital 
in mining, railroads and other indus­ 
tries. A vast majority of the people 
view the subject of reform in the light 
of progressiveness for the nation, and 
the empress represents their sentiment 
in being in favor of encouraging for­ 
eigners to trade with and invest among 
our people. 
“ On all her movements toward per­ 
petuating the policy inaugurated by the 
emperor, however, she will have his 
advice. He will be consulted in every­ 
thing. The dispatches from China, I 
observe, are to the* effect that the em­ 
press proposes reinstating Li Hung 
Chang in the foreign service for the 
purpose of smothering the reform move­ 
ment of the emperor. 
“ Now, any one who is at all familiar 
with Chinese affairs knows that Li 
Hung Chang is the very archetype of the 
progressive Chinaman, and that he has 
all along favored the policy of free com­ 
mercial intercourse with other nations 
ani the granting of railroad and other 
franchises to foreigners who have 
mosey to invest in that way. Again, it 


is a mistake to assnrne mal ut unug 
Chang was ever stricken from the rolls 
of the emperor’s advisers. You must 
understand that in China a man can 
bold several offices at the same time. 
For instance, while Li Hang Chang 
was at the head of the foreign office he 
held several other government offices 
which brought him in contact with the 
emperor as an adviser, sc that when he 
was deposed as the chief of the foreign 
office that action did not necessarily 
mean that he was being banished from 
the counsel of the throne. He still held 
his office of grand secretary to the em­ 
peror and in that capacity has acted as 
the emperor’s adviser, press reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
“ The belief bas been expressed in the 
United States that Li Hung Chang was 
deposed from the foreign office at the 
instigation of the English government 
It is alleged that the great statesman 
was too friendly toward Bassia. I think 
this is a mistake. Li Hang Chang has 
always been friendly toward the Eng­ 
lish government, and I think now is as 
kindly disposed toward England as he 
is toward Russia. He was probably re­ 
lieved as head of the foreign office be­ 
cause of the fact that the duties as chief 
of several offices became too burdensome 
for him. There bae not been a time, 
however, since he snrrendered the for­ 
eign office portfolio that be bas not been 
an adviser of the throne. 
“ It should also be understood in this 
connection that, although the dowager 
empress is to take charge of the affairs 
of the government, all of the emperor’s 
advisers will be retained in their re­ 
spective capacities to serve under the 
empress. The same cabinet that served 
nnder the emperor will serve under the 
empress. Their policy will remain tha 
same.’’ 
“ Is there any truth in the report that 
the government is favoring an offensive 
and defensive alliance with Japan?” 
“ Not being on the ground, I cannot 
tell just what the sentiment of our gov­ 
ernment is on this subject, *’ he replied. 
“ My personal opinion is that an alli­ 
ance between China, Japan and Eng­ 
land would redound to the benefit of 
the empire. Japan is so situated that a 
better understanding between her and 
us would work to the advantage of both 
countries. Her people are of relative 
race to ours, and her manners and ens 
toms are in a grefft many respects alike. 
For instance, although we speak differ­ 
ent languages, our literature is identi­ 
cal. The contiguity between these two 
countries would also be of great com­ 
mercial advantage. 
I understood, of 
course, that among some of our people 
a bitter feeling exists against the Jap­ 
anese, but when the mutual benefit to 
be derived by the two countries 
understanding is explained, there could 
hardly be any objection to the alliance. 
The presence of England in this alliance 
would also be of great benefit to all the 
countries concerned. The moral effect 
of the presence of this great power in 
the understanding between the nations 
would have the effect of preserving the 
integrity of the battens involved. 
“ I am not in receipt of any advices 
concerning the reported attempt to as­ 
sassinate the emperor and believe that 
the rumors have no foundation. ”

Topic.—“Trials and how to bear them. 
Isa. xii, fc-20. 
“ Man is born to trouble as the sparks 
fly upward.” Who in the wide, wide 
world has eloped trials? Whc has not 
been borne down by them? Who las not 
often felt that the trials of l^te Store too 
heavy to be borne? Who has not in an­ 
guish and sorrow cried out, “ Is there 
anything that will help me bear the 
trials of life?’ * Some try to bear their 
own trials. They keep their troubles 
safely locked in their own minds and 
hearts. To the world they appear free 
from care, destitute of trials. 
Within 
their hearts are breaking and their 
minds weakening under heavy burdens 
and trials. Some people cast their bur­ 
dens upon others. They make the lives 
of all about them miserable with a con­ 
stant recitation of their personal tribu­ 
lations and a constant demand for sym­ 
pathy. Trials are to be borne in part by 
ourselves. We should not without effort 
give way to them, but exercise all our 
powers to control them. We should in 
the proper way seek the sympathy and 
help of our friends in our times of trou­ 
ble, but ab&’e everything else we need 
to learn practically that God in Christ 
“ is our refuge Aid our strength, a very 
present help in trouble,” and therefore 
to cast our care upon Him, for He careth 
for us. 
That God will help us to bear the 
trials of life is the lesson of the Scrip­ 
tural reference. 
Through the prophet 
Isaiah God is promising to Israel pro­ 
tection and support through the trou­ 
blous period that is approaching. These 
words apply equally to all God’s people, 
and we may therefore find comfort aud 
help in them. 
1. God helps us to bear trials by being 
with us. “ Fear thou not, for I am with 
thee; be not dismayed, for I am thy 
God.” How the presence of a strong, 
sympathizing friend assists us in bear­ 
ing trials, and specially should this be 
so when that friend is our God! 
2. God helps us to bear trials by 
strengthening us. 
“ I will strengthen 
thee; yea, I will help thee; yea I will 
uphold thee with the right hand of My 
righteousness!” God strengthens us for 
the trials of life. Through Christ, that 
strengthened us, we cannot only do all 
things, but bear all things. His grace is 
sufficient for us. Our weakness is made 
strong in His strength. 
8. God helps us to bear trials by weak­ 
ening them. To Israel He says, “ They 
that war against thee shall be as noth­ 
ing and as a thing of naught. ” God 
weakens our trials. 
He' tempers the

not above our ability to bear them; 
therefore let us come to God in time of 
trouble and in the hour of trial.

Packages are to be consigned 
to an officer of the quartermaster’s de­ 
partment at San Francisco, who .will 
attend to the shipment between that 
city and Manila. The overland freight 
to San Francisco mast be prepaid. 
The department will endeavor to se­ 
cure a special rate from the overland 
carrying companies for all packages ad­ 
dressed to the soldiers, and notice will 
be given of the latest date for their re­ 
ception at San Francisco. The trip from 
the Atlantic coast to Manila will con­ 
sume all of six weeks, and persons 
therefore contemplating taking advan­ 
tage of the arrangement which will be 
tmade by the war department should be 
making the necessary preparations.—

“ The abdication of the imperial Chi­ 
nese throne by the present young em ­ 
peror in favor of the empress dowager 
will not result in a change of the policy 
of progression and reform which has 
been inaugurated by the emperor and 
latter day Chinese statesmen of the em ­ 
pire.” 
This significant statement, correcting 
the impression prevailing th at a change 
in the rulers of the Chinese empire w ill 
result in the closing of the doors of that 
vast em pile to foreign commerce and 
the investm ent of foreign capital, was 
made to the W ashington Times the oth­ 
er day by Mr. W u Ting-Fang, the C hi­ 
nese m inister. 
“ I received a copy of the em peror’s 
edict on Sept. 22,” said the m inister. 
" I t was issued by the emperor upon bis 
own volition, and, contrary to popular 
impression, created by the press dis­ 
patches from China, he was not coerced 
into doing so. 
The edict, freely trans­ 
lated from the cipher cable, is as fol­ 
lows: 
* ‘Now th at China is disturbed aud 
there is need th at all business shall be 
well done we, the emperor, agitated 
from H orning to evening for the wel­ 
fare of all affaira and fearful lest errors 
may occur, observing from the begin­ 
ning of the reign of Tong Chi th at the 
empress dowager had twice given in ­ 
structions to the emperor, each tim e 
w ith signal ability and success, so we 
now, considering the im portant inter­ 
ests of the empire, have begged the em ­ 
press dowager to give the emperor the 
benefit of her ripe experience and her 
instruction. 
“ ‘The dowager empress has been 
pleased to accede to th is request. There­ 
fore it is to the good fortune of the 
whole empire th at th is auspicious event 
is brought about. 
From today the em­ 
press dowager conducts the business in 
the im perial parliam ents, and on the 
eighth day of the present m onth (Chi­ 
nese calendar m eaning today English 
calendar) we w ill take all the princes 
and m inisters to perform the ceremony 
in the Chin Chuug palaoe. L et the ya 
men (foreign olfioe) prepare, th at the 
ceremony may be performed w ith fit­ 
ting honors. * 
• ‘‘The emperor has upon several occa­ 
sions,” continued the m inister, ‘‘re­ 
quested the dowager empress to resume 
the government, and it has only been 
after a great deal of persuasion th at she 
has been induced to step in and assume 
aotive control of the executive affairs of 
the empire. 
The emperor, w hile nomi­ 
nally abdicirting, will still have a potent 
voice in the affairs of the governm ent 
No edict or proclamation can be issued 
w ithout his sanction, and any plan 
agreed upon by the empress and her ad­ 
visers can be vetoed by him. T hat veto 
w ill kill any proposition which may be 
form ulated by the empress and which 
is distasteful to the emperor. 
The em ­ 
press, according to m y advices, w ill as­ 
sume the office today. 
" I t is a m istake to assume th at the 
inauguration of the empress will result 
in the discontinuance of the reform pol­ 
icy of the country. 
On the contrary, 
she is in thorough aocord w ith the pro­ 
gressive movement and ifrill do every­ 
thing in her power, I believe, to further 
the plans outlined by the young emper­ 
or. 
She bas not assumed the throne 
w ith any idea of suppressing the emper­ 
or. 
She is in accord w ith his ideas and 
will prove of valuable aid to him and 
his progressive advisers in the fur­ 
therance of the reform movement. 
The 
people of China have awakened to the 
realization of the fact that free com 
mercial intercourse w ith foreign nations 
will be of incalculable benefit to the 
empire. 
They are desirous now of se 
curing the in /estm ent of foreign capital 
in m ining, railroads aud other indus- 
tries. 
A vast m ajority of the people 
view the subject of reform in the light 
of progressiveness for the nation, and 
the empress represents their sentiment 
in being in favor of encouraging for­ 
eigners to trade w ith and iuvest among 
our people. 
"O n all her movements toward per­ 
petuating the policy inaugurated by the 
emperor, however, she w ill have his 
advice. He will be consulted in every­ 
thing. The dispatches from China, I 
observe, are to th ^ effect th at the em­ 
press proposes reinstating Li Hung 
Chang in the foreign service for the 
purpose of smothering the reform move­ 
m ent of the emperor. 
"N ow , any one who is at all fam iliar 
with Chinese affairs knows th at Li 
Hung Chang is the very archetype of the 
progressive Chinaman, and that he has 
all along favored the policy of free com­ 
mercial intercourse with other nations 
and the granting of railroad aud other 
franchises 
to 
foreigners 
who 
have 
money to invest in that way. Again, it 


is a mistake to assume m at u i uuujj 
Chang was ever stricken from the rolls 
of the emperor’s advisers. 
You m ust 
understand that in China a man can 
hold several offices at the same time. 
For instance, while Li Hung Chang 
was at the head of tile foreign office he 
beld several other government offices 
which brought him in contact w ith the 
emperor as an adviser, sc that when he 
was deposed as the chief of the foreign 
office that action did not necessarily 
mean that, he was being banished from 
the counsel of the throne. He still beld 
bis office of grand secretary to the em­ 
peror aud in th at capacity has acted as 
the emperor’s adviser, press reports to 
tho contrary notwithstanding. 
“ The belief has been expressed in the 
United States that Li Hung Chang was 
deposed from the foreign office at the 
instigation of the English government. 
It is alleged th at the great statesman 
was too friendly toward Russia. I think 
this is a mistake. 
Li Hung Chang has 
always been friendly toward the Eng­ 
lish government, and I think now is as 
kindly disposed toward England as he 
is toward Russia. He was probably re­ 
lieved as head of the foreign office be­ 
cause of the fact th at the duties as chief 
of several offices became too burdensome 
for him. 
There has not been a time, 
however, since he surrendered the for­ 
eign office portfolio that he has not been 
an adviser of the throne. 
" I t should also be understood in this 
connection that, although the dowager 
empress is to take charge of the affairs 
of the government, all of the emperor’s 
advisers will be retained in their re­ 
spective capacities to setve under the 
empress. The same cabinet that served 
under the emperor will serve nuder the 
empress. 
Their policy will remain tha 
sam e.” 
" Is there any truth iu the report that 
the government is favoring an offensive 
and defensive alliance w ith Japan?” 
"N o t being on the ground, I cannot 
tell just w hat the sentiment of our gov­ 
ernm ent is on this subject,” he replied. 
"M y personal opinion is that an alli­ 
ance between China, Japan and Eng­ 
land woald redound to the benefit of 
the empire. 
Japan is so situated that a 
better understanding between her and 
as would work to the advantage of both 
countries. 
Her people are of relative 
race to oars, and ber manners and ens 
toms are in a greet many respects alike. 
For instance, although we speak differ­ 
ent languages, our literature is identi­ 
cal. 
The contiguity between these two 
countries would also be of great com­ 
mercial advantage. 
I understood, of 
course, that among some of our people 
a bitter feeling exists against the Jap ­ 
anese, but when the m utual benefit to 
be derived by the two countries by an 
understanding is explained, there could 
hardly be any objection to the alliance. 
The presence of England in this alliance 
woald also be of great benefit to all the 
countries concerned. 
The moral effect 
of the presence of Ibis great power in 
the understanding between the nations 
would have the effect of preserving the 
integrity of the Rations involved. 
" I am not in receipt of any advices 
concerning the reported attem pt to as­ 
sassinate the emperor and believe that 
the rumors have no foundation. ”

fly upw ard. ” 
W ho in the wide, wide 
world has e^sipod trials? VV he has not 
been borne down by them? Who Las not 
often felt th at the trials o f *ie 3® ere too 
heavy to be borne? W ho lias not in an­ 
guish and sorrow cried out, “ Is there 
anything th at w ill help me bear the 
trials of life?” Some try to bear their 
own trials. 
They keep their troubles 
safely locked in their own m inds and 
hearts. 
To the world they appear free 
from care, destitute of trials. 
W ithin 
their hearts are 
breaking and their 
minds weakening under heavy burdens 
and trials. 
Some people cast their bur­ 
dens upon others. 
They make the lives 
of all about them miserable w ith a con­ 
stant recitation of their personal trib u ­ 
lations and a constant demand for sym ­ 
pathy. Trials are to be borne in part by 
ourselves. We should not w ithout effort 
give way to them, but exercise all our 
powers to control them. 
We should in 
the proper way seek the sympathy aud 
help of our friends in our times of trou­ 
ble, but ab#?*e everything else we need 
to learn practically that God in Christ

F a c ilit ie s F o r C o n v e y in g T h em to 
O ar A rm y In th e P h ilip p in e s . 
In the expectation th at General Otis' 
arm y w ill be retained in the Philippines 
for several months, the war departm ent 
bas decided to furnish the desired facil­ 
ities for conveying to the men such 
Christm as packages as may be furnished 
by their relatives and friends. 
It is 
proposed to send a vessel from San 
Francisco in the early part of Novem­ 
ber, in ample tim e to reach M anila be­ 
fore Christmas, w hich vessel will carry 
packages free of charge. A lim it w ill 
be placed on the size and weight of 
packages to be carried, and notice will 
be given when the arrangem ents are 
completed. Packages are to be consigned 
to an officer of the quarterm aster’s de­ 
partm ent at San Francisco, who .will 
attend to the shipm ent between that 
city and Manila. 
The overland freight 
to San Francisco m ust be prepaid. 
The departm ent w ill endeavor to se-! 
qure a special rate from the overland 
carrying companies for all packages ad­ 
dressed to the soldiers, and notice will 
be given of tho latest date for their re­ 
ception at San Francisco. The trip from 
the A tlantic coast to M anila w ill con­ 
sume all of six weeks, and persons 
therefore contemplating taking advan­ 
tage of the arrangement which will be 
,made by the war departm ent should be 
making the necessary preparations.—

Of W ool Continues*—W heat and 
Corn Lower. 


N ew Y o r k , Oct. I .— It. G. Dun * 
3n .\ Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
“Failures in September have been 
about ♦<>,700,CKX), and for tho quarter 
About 122,875,000. 
No report covering 
the exact month or quarter is possible 
thiv week for a journal which must go 
to press on Friday, the 30th, but the re 
turns indicate a smaller aggregate of 
failures than iii any other month in 
V« ars, except in August of this year, 
aud smaller for the quarter than in any 
other quarter since 1892. 
“ While the stagnation in wool con­ 
tinues, with sales even smaller than in 
the same month of the panic year, 1*93, 
numerous mills have started temporar­ 
ily in order to get out sample pieces. 
There has been no quotable decline in 
wool and scarcely any in goods, the re­ 
cent reduction having stimulated a lar­ 
ger demand. 
With pig iron firm everywhere, in 
spite of the extraordinary output, aud 
Bessemer field at $10.40 at Pittsburg, 
while valley producers report 230,0 >0 
tons sold for delivery before June next. 
the consumption is evidently growing. 
The week’s reported contracts include 
one for 17,000 tons of pipe from bas.c 
steel by the Standard Oil company, 
material for 2,OOO cars ordered by the 
Pennsylvania, structural work for mally 
ordinary aud two large buildings, and 
heavy orders for plates, p irtly tor two 
lake vessels and partly for two eastern 
shipyards, which have larger business 
than ever. 
The demand for iron bars 
owing to increased use of steel is in 
some quarters below expectation and 
shipments are less active at Pittsburg, 
though the m ills are full of orders.

get two slices of bread, and for dinner 
we sometimes get soup and oorned beef 
instead of bacon and gravy. Occasionally 
we get some sloppy rioe. This morning 
one of our company drew his breakfast, 
walked over to brigade headquarters and 
into the room where General Grant was 
eating his breakfast. He explained to 
the general just how much food we 
were getting and the effect it was hav­ 
ing on the men. The general said he 
was glad that he had reported the mat­ 
ter and that he himself would be over 
after while and investigate and see that 
something be done quickly. General 
Grant is a man of great energy. He has 
made himself look as much like his 
father as possible, even to the out of his 
whiskers. He is anxious to beoome 
illustrious as his father, and is rapidly 
winning the hearts of all the men. (Sen 
oral Brooke ordered him to proceed at 
once with the Fourth Ohio Volunteer 
infantry and the Third Illinois to San 
Juan. He telegraphed back that the 
men were not able to stand the march, 
that they were all sick an& weak, and 
unless they were taken off the island 
immediately their condition would soon 
be mach worse.

It is so different 
from America that I could not tolerate 
it.

The West Australian government has 
taken a contract to lay nearly 850 miles 
o f water pipe of a novel character. This 
pipe is to be made of steel spirals pack­ 
ed in concrete. Sheet metal is cut into 
strips of the required width. These are 
fed into a machine aud welded into one 
continuous strip. As the strip is fed in­ 
to the machine rivet holes are punched; 
then the edges of the laps are brought 
together by machinery and held during 
the process of riveting, which is all 
done by compression. The lap is thrown 
on the outside of the pipe, rendering the 
inner surface sooth and even throughout 
its length. 
A tenacious hydraulic ce 
meat is packed around the laps, making 
the pipe absolutely water tight.—New 
York Ledger

The extraordinary record of 40.8 miles 
sn hour was made at the second trials 
of the torpedo boat destroyer Hai Lung, 
just built at Elbing, Germany, by the 
Schichau works for the Chinese govern­ 
ment.

“Now what standing would you say 
Ae Ohio river had with respect to pro­ 
d e o commerce? You don’t have an 
idea? Well, then, I will tell you that it 
heats any river in the world for produc­ 
ing com m erce. 
That sounds like a big 


statement, but it is a fact. It has only 
a thousand miles of river, but it pro 
duces more tonnage than New York 
Philadelphia and Boston put together. 
It produces more than London. I want 
to tell you first, however, that this Ohio 
Im provement association is a body of 


m 
e n 
that has the very popular position 
now of doing their work without any 
pay and have as their main aim to es­ 
tablish the Ohio river as a navigable 
stream at all points during the entire 
year. We propose to do that by a ays 
tem of locks and dams and are now hav 
ioR the river surveyed for that purpose. 
We had a meeting at Wheeling last 
week and it was one of the most enthns- 
iastic’meetings I ever saw. I have seen 
a Rood bit of hospitality shown in this 
country, we Americans are nothing if 
not hospitable, but that beats anything 
that I ever saw. 
••To return to the river. We have now 
six locks on the river and we have it 
surveyed from Pittsburg to Marietta. 
At the meeting at Wheeling we decided 
to complete that survey so when we 
wish to do so we may at once put in a 
lockfat any place in the river and know 
that itjis all right. 
When we have the 
whole of the river surveyed it will be 
comparatively an easy matter to put in 
a lock and dam for it will fit into the 
general system which we w ill establish 
with the survey. It is not to be sup­ 
posed that a city putting in a lock or a 
dam would do other than pnt one in in 
accordance with the survey that has 
been made. 
“The cost? That is another matter. 
It will cost the people between $100,000.- 
OOO and $120,000,000 to do that as we had 
planned. When, however, we oorae to 
look at the Manchester canal in England 
and the cost of that, the amount this 
will cost will be but a mere bagatelle. 
England cannot do without her canal 
and we will find that we cannot do 
without this when we get through with 
it. People are being educated ap to the 
idea of these internal streams abd their 
improvements. Rivers are God’s high­ 
ways, they are as free to the man as the 
sh he breathes and as the water that 
flows through them. 
“We must not look too long at the 
cost of that improvement, but think 
rather of what we are going to save. 
The Monongahela river has now been 
cleared from tolls to its month and that 
makes a difference to each .man that 
consumes coal there of a cent to a 
Cashel. On the banks of that river 
there is enough coal to keep the world 
in fuel forever. 
“How do we expect to pay for that? 
by subscription. It takes $5 for a man 
to 
a member of that association, that 
as all. There are boards «f trade all 
ever the district that this covers which 
we taking their memberships and men 
to private business and public-spirited 
men. All of them are taking an interest 
to the river. The people will one of 
these days awake to the wonderful 
advantage of that river. It is the most 
Picturesque place in the world. I don’t 
carf where you go you can’t find a 
Prettier river than that one is. It passes 
r°ugh some of the finest country yon 
®ver saw and some of the finest scenery 
to this nation or any other nation.”

• Comment by Rev. W . J. Yates. A. M. 
Topic, The C ill of Abraham. 


S c r ip tu r e R eading.—Gen xii, 1-4. “ Abra 
ham departed, as the' Lord had spoken unto 
him .’' 
Emigration did not begin nor cease 
with Abraham. 
His journey was not 
outwardly different from that of thou­ 
sands of others of his time. Probably 
there had been a tide of settlement run­ 
ning westward from his home in Chal­ 
dea for some years similar to that which 
has in recent times settled our great 
west Men were seeking to better their 
condition in new lands. 
The peculiar thing about the emigra­ 
tion of Abraham was that he was not 
attracted to a new place by its prospects 
of wealth and ease, but he went out un­ 
der the sensu of a divine call to estab­ 
lish a purer form of religion. We have 
no knowledge that he was a religious 
reformer in his native land. That cor­ 
ruption had replaced the earlier, pure 
worship of God seems certain, th a t it 
was hopeless to contend against it is 
probable. That he could not submit to 
iits debasing influence in quiet was the 
very thing that fitted him to be the 
leader of a new development in worship. 
The necessity for a new land in which 
a new people could receive new revela­ 
tions of the divine nature and will and 
develop a pure form of religion was un­ 
der all his plans and shaped his whole 
oourse. 
Abraham was a notable man in his 
day. His wealth, his numerous tribe of 
followers, his practical wisdom and 
thrift, made him a desirable friend of 
Pharaoh and a valued ally of Abimelech 
and a dreaded enemy of Chedorlaomer 
and his confederates. But he is remem­ 
bered in after ages not for his riches or 
power, but for his faith in an invisible 
God as maker and ruler of all things, 
who makes and keeps covenants with 
man for man’s protection and good. 
Abraham is the first of religious 
prophets. 
He is a discoverer of eternal 
principles of righteousness. 
He is the 
Columbus of religion. 
He leads into a 
new world of spiritual life not by offer­ 
ings and purchase of the favor of the 
gods, but by sincere and loving trust in 
one God as Eternal Father. 
He is the 
first of those who live by faith, the fa­ 
ther of the faithful.

Coming Up Along. 
In 1861 the fugitive slaves at Fortress 
Monroe were called by General B. F. 
Butler “ contrabands.” 
Then came 
“ freedmen’ ’ and free men. The emanci­ 
pation proclamation freed from slavery 
4,000,000 blacks. It broke, the ties of 
master and slave, but did not make the 
slave able to care for himself and be a 
man among men where he had always 
before been a thing. 
The only power 
which could do this was not civil nor 
military, bat mental and spiritual. The 
oh arch organized to teach and evan­ 
gelize this multitude. 
Schools and 
churches have been provided by the 
Freedmen’8 Aid and Southern Educa­ 
tion society. The Methodist Episcopal 
church since 1866 has expended in this 
work about $4,500,000. She now main­ 
tains in the south among the blacks one 
school of theology, IO colleges and 11 
Academies having 838 teachers and 
4,995 students, with land and buildings 
worth $1,286,000. The moral condition 
of the blacks of the south when freed 
from slavery was fearfully low, their 
ignorance and poverty almost utter. 
Criminality was to be expected since 
they had never been trained to self con­ 
trol. 
That they most be educated and 
converted if society was to exist was 
clear. 
The south was destitute and de­ 
feated. Help must come from the churel! 
at the north. It came, and the black raoe I 
is rising grandly. Never in history has j 
a people in so short a time risen from 
such depths as high as this people have 
come. In one generation wonders have 
been accomplished. Much more remains 
to be done. 
________

THE NAMING OF JOHN BULL.

Dr. John Arbutbnot, one of the many 
royal physicians to whom the Scotch 
city of Aberdeen has given birth, was 
the author of John Bull’s being. Al­ 
most forgotten now by all but the 
erudite, who remember him as the inti­ 
mate of Pope aud Swift, Arbnthnot 
christened the British nation in bulk as 
John Bull iii the political strife inci­ 
dental to the dismissal of the Whig 
ministry of ITIC, when the able and 
avaricious Marlborough saw the begin­ 
ning of the decline of his brilliant for­ 
tunes. 
“ The History of John Bull” was a 
satire on the political events preceding 
the treaty of Utrecht in 1713, written 
by Arbutbnot. In 1704 he had been cre­ 
ated physician extraordinary to the 
queen in recognition of his services in 
saving the life of Anne’s husband, 
Prince George of Denmark. He had be­ 
come the queen’s medical attendant, a 
position of no mean importance at a 
time when so much depended on the 
succession to the crown, and ho was 
closely in touch with court life. 
“ For the better understanding of the 
following history the reader ought to 
know that Bull in Ihe main was an 
honest, plain dealing fellow, choleric, 
bold anil of a very inconstant temper. 
He dreaded not old Lewis, either at 
backsword, single falchion or cudgel 
play, but then he was very apt to quar­ 
rel with his best friends, especially if 
they pretended to govern him. If you 
flattered him, you might lead him like 
a child. John’s temper depended very 
much on the air; his spirits rose and fell 
with his weather glass. 
“ John was quick and understood his 
business very well, but no man alive 
was more careless in looking into bis 
accounts or more cheated by partners.

A most interesting account of the 
manner in which the lives of Jameson 
and his men were spared, after the sur­ 
render to the Boers, is told by the 
Nieuvjs Van den Dag of Amsterdam: 
The stern old Boers, when they had 
Jameson and his fellow officers in their 
hands, determined to execute the lead­ 
ers of the baud at daybreak. The meet­ 
ing took place in President Kruger’s 
bouse, 20 being present, of whom the 
great majority, wild with indignation 
at the sudden inroad into their terri­ 
tory, were for shooting the British offi­ 
cers at once. 
President Kruger opposed this sum­ 
mary plan and used all his eloquence 
and all bis influence on behalf of the 
prisoners. For a long time his efforts 
were vain. 
It was 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and the president’s opponents 
were still for execution. The lives of 
the foreigners hung by a thread. 
At length General Joubert, one of the 
few who agreed with the president, had 
recourse to the old time Boer method of 
convincing his hearers. He made use of 
a parable. 
“ Friends,” be said, “ will yon not 
listen to my voice once more? Suppose 
that close to my farm lives a bad neigh 
bor who keeps fierce hounds in his 
house, worrying my sheep exceedingly 
and also killing some. 
What, then, 
would you have me to do? Should I kil 
the hounds to be free of this worry? 
Truly my neighbor would say unto me: 
‘Thou hast killed my hounds, yet their 
value is greater than the value of your 
sheep. Pay thou me I’ Is it not better 
that I should take the hounds and go 
ing into my neighbor’s house say, 
‘These are thine; now pay me for the 
harm they have.done my flock?’ ” 
There was silence, aud the general 
contiuued: “ We have caught the pack. 
Is it not better to send them to the 
British government with demands for 
reparation, lust the British send more 
hounds to worry us anew?” 
The old form of argument proved 
successful. The wisdom of moderation 
••became apparent, and the council of 
war accepted the advice of their chiefs.

It has only 
a thousand miles of river, but it- pro 
daces more tonnage than New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston put together. 
It produces more than London. I want 
to tell you first, however, that this Ohio 
Improvement association is a body of 
men that has the very popular position 
now of doing their work without any 
pay and have as their main aim to es 
tablish the Ohio river as a navigable 
stream at all points during the entire 
year. We propose to do that by a sys 
tem of locks and dams and are now hav­ 
ing the river surveyed for that purpose. 
We had a meeting at W heeling last 
week and it was one of the most enthus- 
iastic'meetings I ever saw. I have seen 
a good bit of hospitality shown in this 
country, we Americans are nothing if 
not hospitable, but that beats anything 
that I ever saw. 
••To return to the river. We have now 
six locks on the river and we have it 
surveyed from Pittsburg to Marietta. 
At the meeting at Wheeling we decided 
to complete that survey so when we 
wish to do so we may at once put in a 
lockfat any place in the river and know 
that it’is all right. 
When we have the 
When we have 
whole of the river surveyed it will be 
comparatively an easy m atter to put in 
a lock and dam for it will fit into the 
general system which we w ill establish 
with the survey. It is not to be sup­ 
posed that a city putting in a lock or a 
dam would do other than pnt one in in 
accordance with the survey that has 
been made. 
"Theco6t? That is another matter. 
It will cost the people between $100,000.- 
OOO and $120,000,000 to do that as we had 
planned. When, however, we come to 
look at the Manchester canal in England 
and the cost of that, the amount this 
will cost will be but a mere bagatelle. 
England cannot do without her canal 
and we will find that we cannot do 
without this when we get through with 
it. People are being educated np to the 
idea of these internal streams abd their 
improvements. Rivers are God’s high­ 
ways, they are as free to the man as the 
air he breathes and as the w ater that 
flows through them. 
“We must not look too long at the 
post of that improvement, bnt think 
father of what we are going to save. 
The Monongahela river has now been 
cleared from tolls to its mouth and that 
“lakes a difference to each .man that 
consumes coal there of a cent to a 
bushel.

Men were seeking to better their 
condition in new lands. 
The peculiar thing about the emigra­ 
tion of Abraham was that he was not 
attracted to a new place by its prospects 
of wealth and ease, but he went out un­ 
der the sense of a divine call to estab­ 
lish a purer form of religion. We have 
no knowledge that he was a religions 
reformer in his native land. 
That cor­ 
ruption had replaced the earlier, pure 
worship of God seems certain. That it 
was hopeless to contend against it is 
probable. That he could not mitmit to 
its debasing influence in quiet was the 
very thing that fitted him to be the 
leader of a new development in worship. 
The necessity for a new land in which 
a new people could receive new revela­ 
tions of the divine nature and will and 
develop a pure form of religion was un­ 
der all his plans and shaped his whole 
course. 
Abraham was a notable man in his 
day. His wealth, his numerous tribe of 
followers, 
his practical wisdom and 
thrift, made him a desirable friend of 
Pharaoh and a valued ally of Abimelech 
and a dreaded enemy of Chedorlaomer 
a^d his confederates. But he is remem­ 
bered in after ages not for his riches or 
power, but for his faith in an invisible 
God as maker and ruler of all things, 
who makes and keeps covenants with 
man for m an’s protection and good.

“ For the better understanding of the 
following history the reader ought to 
know that Bull in the main was an 
honest, plain dealing fellow, choleric, 
bold aud of a vsry inconstant temper. 
He dreaded not old Lewis, either at 
backsword, single falchion or cudgel 
play, but then he was very apt to quar­ 
rel with his best friends, especially if 
they pretended to govern him. If you 
flattered him, you might lead him like 
a child. John’s temper depended very 
much on the a ir; his spirits rose aud fell 
with his weather glass. 
“ John was quick and understood bis 
business very well, but no man alive 
was more careless in looking into his 
accounts or more cheated by partners 
—New York Herald.

MAKING WOOD ALCOHOL. 


The Dr ad If Substance That Thirsty 
Topers Sometime* Drink. 
It is necessary first to convert wood 
into liquid. The strongest hydraulic 
pressure would not squeeze one-half of 
per oent of the moisture from dry 
wood, but by putting the same material 
into an iron retort aud oonverting it 
into charcoal by means of heat the gases 
and amoke, to the extent of fully 65 per 
oent of the weight of the wood, may be 
condensed into pyrol igneous acid, from 
which are obtained wood alcohol, acetate 
of lime and wood tars. A cord of wood 
weighing 4,000 pounds prod noes about 
2,650 pounds of pyroligneons acid and 
700 pounds of charcoal. The pyroligne­ 
ous acid from one cord of wood pro­ 
duces 9 gallons of 82 per oent crude 
wood alcohol, 200 pounds of acetate of 
lime and about 26 gallons of tar, besides 
85 bushels of oharooal. After the pyro­ 
ligneons acid is neutralized with lime 
the wood alcohol is distilled off, the 
lime holding the acetic acid in solution. 
After the separation of the wood spirit 
the remaining liquid is boiled down in 
pans to a sugar, which is dried, and be 
comes the acetate of lime of commerce. 
Acetate of lime is used far making acetio 
acid. 
Fully three-fifths of all the wood a1 
cohol auld acetate of lime prodded in 
the world are made in the United States. 
Over 15,000 acres of forest per year are 
cleared in the United States. Wood al­ 
cohol affords a perfect substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing and 
mechanical purposes, and at less than 
one-third the oost. It is used principally 
as a solvent in the making of shellac 
varnish and in making celluloid and 
photographic paper. It makes beautiful 
dye tints, is antiseptic and is used for 
liniments and f°r Ain rubbing in bath • 
houses.—Wine and Spirit Casette.

MAKING WOOD ALCOHOL. 


The Deadly Sahatance That T hirsty 
Topers Sometimes Drink. 
It is necessary first to convert wood 
into liquid. The strongest hydraulic 
pressure woald not squeeze one-half of 
I per oent of the moisture from dry 
wood, but by putting the same material 
into an iron retort and converting it 
into charcoal by means of heat the gases 
aud smoke, to the extent of folly 65 per 
cent of the weight of the wood, may be 
condensed into pyroligneous acid, from 
which are obtained wood alcohol, acetate 
of lime and wood tars. A cord of wood 
weighing 4,000 pounds produces about 
2,650 pounds of pyroligueous acid and 
700 pounds of charcoal. The pyroligne­ 
ous acid from one cord of wood pro­ 
duces 0 gallons of 82 per oent crude 
wood alcohol, 200 pounds of acetate of 
lime and about 25 gallons of tar, besides 
85 bushels of charcoal. After the pyro­ 
ligneous acid is neutralized with lime 
the wood alcohol is distilled off, the 
lime holding the acetic acid in solution. 
After the separation of the wood spirit 
the remaining liquid is boiled down in 
pans to a sugar, which is dried, and be­ 
comes the acetate of lime of commerce. 
Acetate of lime is used for making acetio 
acid. 
Fully three-fifths of all the wood al­ 
cohol and acetate of lime produced in 
tbe world are made in the United States. 
Over 15,000 acres of forest per year are 
cleared in the United States. Wood al­ 
cohol affords a perfect substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing and 
mechanical purposes, and at less than 
one-third the cost. It is used principally 
as a solvent in tbe making of shellac 
varnish and in making celluloid and 
photographic paper. It makes beantifnl 
dye tints, is antiseptic and is used for 
liniments anti for skin rubbing in bath ■ 
houses.—Wine and Spirit Gaxette.

The 
captain general asked for more time. It 
was refused. 
“ On the 18th the attaok was begun 
by our fleet and by the Utah batteries 
in the trenches. 
Light lines from the 
Colorado regiment pressed forward. 
They were met by a sharp fire in the 
s recta at Malate. 
A number of our 
men were killed and wounded, includ­ 
ing the soldier who hauled down the 
Spanish colors and raised the Stars aud 
Stripes. 
The works of the second line 
gave way and 
McArthur held the 
bridges aud the town of Malate, and 
shortly after the white flag went up on 
the walls of Manila Lieutenant W hit­ 
tier, U. S. V., aud Lieutenant Brum­ 
by. U. S. N., went ashore to communi­ 
cate with the captain general. 
“ I soon followed tnese officers, going 
at once to the palace, and there a pre­ 
liminary agreement of the terms of 
capitulation was signed. 
This agree­ 
ment was subsequently incorporated 
into the formal terms. The Spanish 
colors were hauled down on the sea 
front, the American flag displayed aud 
s a lu te d by the guns of the navy. 
The 
Second Oregon entered the town as a 
provost guard.” 
General M erritt 
reports 
that the 
trophies were nearly $900,000, 13,000 
prisoners aud 22,000 stands of arms. 
The report continues: 
“ After the issue of my proclamation 
and the establishment of my office as 
military governor, General Aguinaldo 
recognized my authority and made pro­ 
fessions of his willingness to withdraw 
his troops to a line whioh I might indi­ 
cate, but at the same time asking cer- 
tain favors for himself. 
“ Doubtless much dissatisfaction is t elt 
by the rauk aud file of the insurgents 
that ttiey have not been permitted to 
enjoy the occupancy of Manila, and 
there is some ground for trouble with 
them owing to that fact, but notw ith­ 
standing many rumors to the contrary, 
I am of the opinion that the leaders 
will be able to prevent serious disturb­ 
ances.”

In concluding his report, General 
M erritt acknowledges his indebtedness 
for the success of the expedition to the 
brigade commanders, the division com­ 
manders, members of his staff aud per­ 
sonal aides and makes especial mention 
of Brigadier General Babcock, Major 
McClure, Major Whipple and Captain 
Mott. 
Accompanying the report is 
General M erritt’s proclamation to the 
people of the Philippine islands.

“ The abdication of the imperial Chi­ 
nese throne by the present young em­ 
peror in favor of the empress dowager 
will not result in a change of the policy 
of progression and reform which has 
been inaugurated by the emperor and 
latter day Chinese statesmen of the em­ 
pire. ” 
This significant statement, correcting 
the impression prevailing that a change 
in the rulers of the Chinese empire will 
result in the closing of the doors of that 
vast empire to foreign commerce and 
the investment of foreign capital, was 
made to the Washington Times the oth­ 
er day by Mr. Wu Ting-Fang, the Chi­ 
nese minister. 
“ I received a copy of the emperor’s 
edict on Sept. 22,’’ said the minister. 
“ It was issued by the emperor upon bis 
own volition, and, contrary to popular 
impression, created by the press dis­ 
patches from China, he was not coerced 
into doing so. 
The edict, freely trans­ 
lated from the cipher cable, is as fol­ 
lows: 
4 ‘Now that China is disturbed aud 
there is need that all business shall be 
well done we, the emperor, agitated 
from morning to evening for the wel­ 
fare of all affairs and fearful lest errors 
may occur, observing from the begin­ 
ning of the reign of Tung Chi that the 
empress dowager had twice given in­ 
structions to the emperor, each time 
with signal ability and success, so we 
now, considering the important inter­ 
ests of the empire, have begged the em­ 
press dowager to give the emperor the 
benefit of her ripe experience and her 
instruction. 
“ ‘The dowager empress bas been 
pleased to accede to this request. There­ 
fore it is to the good fortune of the 
whole empire that this auspicious event 
is brought about. 
From today the em­ 
press dowager conducts the business in 
the imperial parliaments, and on the 
eighth day of the present month (Chi­ 
nese calendar meaning today English 
calendar) we will take all the prinoes 
and ministers to perform the ceremony 
in the Chin Chung palaoe. Let the ya 
men (foreign olfioe) prepare, that the 
ceremony may be performed with fit­ 
ting honors.4 
• “ The emperor has upon several occa­ 
sions,'’ continued the minister, “ re­ 
quested the dowager empress to resume 
the government, and it has only been 
after a great deal of persuasion that she 
has been induced to step in and assume 
motive control of the executive affairs of 
the empire. 
The emperor, while nomi­ 
nally abdictrting, will still have a potent 
voice in the affairs of the government. 
No edict or proclamation can be issued 
without his sanction, and any plan 
agreed upon by the empress and her ad­ 
visers can be vetoed by him. That veto 
will kill any proposition which may be 
formulated by the empress and which 
is distasteful to the emperor. The em­ 
press, according to my advices, will as­ 
sume the office today. 
It is a mistake to assume that the 
inauguration of the empress will result 
in the discontinuance of the reform pol­ 
icy of the country. On the contrary, 
■he is in thorough accord with the pro­ 
gressive movement aud will do every­ 
thing in her power, I believe, to further 
the plans outlined by the young emper­ 
or. 
Bhe bas uot assumed the throne 
with auy idea of suppressing the emper­ 
or. 
She is in accord with his ideas and 
will prove of valuable aid to him aud 
his progressive advisers in the fur­ 
therance of the reform movement. 
The 
people of Ohiua have awakened to the 
realization of the fuct that free com­ 
mercial intercourse with foreign nations 
will be of incalculable benefit to the 
empire. 
They are desirous now of se­ 
curing the in .'estmeat of foreign capital 
in mining, railroads aud other indus­ 
tries. 
A vast majority of the people 
view the subject of reform in the light 
of progressiveness for the nation, aud 
the empress represents their sentiment 
in being in fuvor of encouraging for­ 
eigners to trade with aud iuveNt among 
our people. 
“ Ou all her movements 


iR a m islaid to assume mat u i uuu^ 
Chang was ever stricken from the rolls 
of the emperor’s advisers. 
You must 
understand that in China a man can 
hold several offices at the same time. 
For instance, while Li Hung Chang 
was at the head of the foreign office he 
held several other government offices 
which brought him in contact with the 
emperor as an adviser, sc that when he 
was deposed as the chief of the foreign 
office that action did uot necessarily 
mean that he was being banished from 
the counsel of the throne. He still held 
his office of grand secretary to the em 
peror and in that capacity bas acted as 
the emperor’s adviser, press reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
“ The belief has been expressed in the 
United States that Li Hung Chang was 
deposed from the foreign office at the 
instigation of the English government. 
It is alleged that the great statesman 
was too friendly toward Russia. I think 
this is a mistake. 
Li Hung Chang has 
always been friendly toward the Eng­ 
lish government, and I think now is as 
kindly disposed toward England as he 
is toward Russia. He was probably re­ 
lieved as head of the foreign office be­ 
cause of the fact that the duties as chief 
of several offices became too burdensome 
for him. There has not been a time, 
however, since he surrendered the for­ 
eign office portfolio that he has not been 
an adviser of the throne. 
“ It should also be understood in this 
connection that, although the dowager 
empress is to take charge of the affairs 
of the government, all of the emperor’s 
advisers will be retained in their re­ 
spective capacities to serve under the 
empress. The same cabinet that served 
under the emperor will serve under the 
empress. 
Their policy will remain th# 
same. ’’ 
44 Is there any truth in the report that 
the government is favoring an offensive 
aud defensive alliance with Japan?’’ 
“ Not being on the ground, I cannot 
tell just what the sentiment of our gov­ 
ernment is on this subject,” be replied. 
“ My personal opinion is that an alli­ 
ance between China, Japan and Eng­ 
land would redound to the benefit of 
the empire. 
Japan is so situated that a 


j totter understanding between her and I 
I us would work to the advantage of both 
countries. 
Her people are of relative 
race to ours, and ber manners and ens 
toms are in a grefit many respects alike. , 
For instance, although we speak differ­ 
ent languages, our literature is identi- ! 
cal. The contiguity between these two 
countries would also to of great com­ 
mercial advantage. 
I unuerstood, of 
course, that among some of our people 
a bitter feeling exists against the Ja p -1 
auese, but when the mutual benefit to' 
be derived by the two countries by an r 
understanding is explained, there could 
hardly to auy objection to the alliance. I 
The presence of England in this alliance 
would also to of great benefit to all the 
countries concerned. 
The moral effect 
of the presence of this great power in 
the understanding between the nations 
would have the effect of preserving the 
integrity of the nations involved. 
“ I am not iii receipt of any advices 
concerning the reported attempt to a s-1 
sushi na tw the emperor and believe that 
the minors have no foundation. ”

Some people cast their bur­ 
dens upon others. 
They make the lives 
of all about them miserable with a con­ 
stant recitation of their personal tribu­ 
lations aud a constant demand for sym­ 
pathy. Trials are to be borne in part by 
ourselves. We should not without effort 
give way to them, but exercise all our 
powers to control them. 
We should in

barracks and still no definite knowledge 
of the future. 
I am getting over my fever as rapidly 
as possible under the circumstances. We 
ran short of men last Monday and I was 
put on guard on a easy post, but it was 
almost too much for me. 
I have been 
taking it easy since. I was weighed last 
Sunday ana I weighed ll 1)^ pounds. I 
cannot get enough food to get strong oh. 
Through some mismanagement in the 
commissary department we have only 
been getting half rations for three weeks. 
For breakfast today I got one small 
slice of sour bread, a piece of bacon, 
some gravy, a half spoonful of sugar 
arid half a oup of coffee. 
We generally 
get two slices of bread, and for dinner 
we sometimes get soup and corned beef 
instead of bacon and gravy. Occasionally 
we get some sloppy rioe. This morning 
one of our company drew his breakfast, 
walked over to brigade headquarters and 
into the room where General Grant was 
eating his breakfast. He explained to 
the general just how much food we 
were getting and the effect it was hav­ 
ing on the men. The general said he 
was glad that he had reported the mat­ 
ter and that he himself would be over 
after while aud investigate and see that 
something be done quiokly. General 
Grant is a man of great energy. He has 
made himself look as much like his 
father as possible, even to the cut of his 
whiskers. 
He is anxious to beoorne as 
illustrious as his father, and is rapidly 
winning the hearts of all the men. Gen­ 
eral Brooke ordered him to proceed at 
once with the Fourth Ohio Volunteer 
infantry aud the Third Illinois to San 
Juan. He telegraphed back that the 
men were not able to stand the march, 
that they were all sick and weak, and 
unless they were taken off the island 
immediately their condition would soon 
be much worse. So the rumor is now 
that transportation is being secured and 
that we will load at Arroyo as soon as 
the transports arrive. 
I am rather sorry that we will not get 
to go across the island, for it seems too 
bad to oome so far aud then not get to 
see any more of the island than we have 
seen. 
We have never been out of sight 
of the sea since we landed, have never 
seen over the top of the first ridge of 
mountains and have not been ten miles 
from our lauding pl&oe. We know uoth 
ing of the interior, or of the capital. 
From what I have seen of the island 
it is pregnant with undeveloped wealth, 
but I would not live here for all the 
wealth it contain*. It is so different 
from America that I could not tolerate 
it. 
The great majority of the population, 
the natives, remind one of the sneak­ 
ing half breed Indian horse thief, only

they are more cowardly. They range in 
color from the lightest tan to the African 
black. They are all barefooted and glide 
along with a perfectly noiseless step. 
When you pass them they look at yon 
out of the corner of their eyes like a 
yellow dog expecting a kick. They are 
all small and weak, have an enormous 
number of 
cripples 
and 
a 
large 
per 
cent 
are 
suffering 
from 
hereditary diseases and those induced by 
generations of in-breeding. The natives 
live in what we would consider abject 
poverty, but to the native it is satisfac­ 
tory for he has all he desires. 
A coun­ 
tryman will live with his family in a 12 
by 15 foot one-roomed shack, built and 
thatched with the stems of the leaves of 
the cocoanut palm. He grows a patch 
SO feet square of maize w hich he sells 
and then lives on the wild fruits he can 
gather in the surrounding woods. They 
sleep on the floor, are clothed in enough 
rags to cover their bodies. All children 
go naked until they are about three 
years old and have abdomens simply 
enormous compared to their size. This 
is the result of some hereditary disease. 
The better class of natives bring their 
produce and fruits to town on the backs 
of their 
little Porto 
Rican ponies. 
Wagons are unknown, and really they 
are not needed, for these ponies can, I 
believe, outdo the Mexican burro in car­ 
rying a load. Heavy hauling is done by 
ox carts. Everything is IOO years be­ 
hind the times. It is too far away from 
civilization to suit me. This is not such 
a wonderful fruit country. 
I have not 
seen one bit of cultivated fruit. The 
bananas 
are tough and bitter, the 
oranges sour and have a wild taste. The 
lemons are all skin and the limes have a 
peculiar taste. The pineapples are good 
but they are all stunted. The cocoanuts 
are all that are really as good as we buy 
at the fruit stands at home. 
They 
grow a kind of muskmelon here that is 
very good. The citron is good too, but 
it is tndigestable. The monntain sides 
are as valuable as the bottom lands, for 
they supply abundant pasture for a fine 
breed of cattle. In town here there are 
a great many long legged razor backed 
hogs whioh could go through a paling 
fence, and goats galore. Country and 
town alike are overran with goats and 
until you get used to it the odor is 
rather annoying. Goat cheese is very 
abundant and is really very good. 
After dinner—The result of our ap­ 
peal to the general was that we have 
just had the best dinner that we have 
had on the island. Baked beans, bean 
soop, three slices of bread, onions with 
vinegar, rioe cooked in milk and a quart 
of coffee was the menu. This cannot 1 
keep up, for we have not got the rations. 
We will soon be back on bacon and 
corned beef again. 
We have sent seven 
men home, buried one, have 12 in the 
hospital, nine sick in 
quarters and 
several taking medicine while on duty 
who should be in their quarters. Some 
are trying to get themselves into such a 
condition that the chief surgeon will 
deem it necessary to send them home on 
the next relief ship. I would not be so 
little as that no matter how homesick I 
am. I want to stick to the regiment 
until it is mustered out.

S c r i p t u r e R e a d i n g . —O n 
xii, 1-4, “ A bra 
h a m d e p a r te d , as t h e Lord had sp o k en unto

Emigration did not begin nor cease 
with Abraham, 
His journey was not 
outwardly different from that of thou­ 
sands of others of his time. 
Probably 
there had been a tide of settlement run- 
iring westward from his home iii Chal­ 
dea for some years similar to that which j 
has in recent times settled our great i 
w est 
Men were seeking to better their ; 
condition in new lands. 
The peculiar thing about the emigre- ! 
tion of Abraham was that he was not j 
attracted to a new place by its prospects 
of wealth and ease, but he went out un­ 
der the sense of a divine call to estab­ 
lish a purer form of religion. We have 
no knowledge that he was a religious 1 
reformer in his native land. 
That cor­ 
ruption had replaced the earlier, pure 
worship of God seems certain. That it 
was hopeless to contend against it is 
probable. 
That he could not sutm it to 
its debasing influence in quiet was the 
very thing that fitted him to be the 
leader of a new development in worship. 
The necessity for a new land in which 
a new people could receive new revela­ 
tions of the divine nature and will and 
develop a pure form of religion was un­ 
der all his plans and shaped his whole 
course. 
Abraham was a notable man in his 
day. His wealth, his numerous tribe of 
followers, 
his practical wisdom and 
thrift, made him a desirable friend of 
Pharaoh and a valued ally of Abimelecli 
aud a dreaded enemy of Chedorlaomer 
and his confederates. But he is remem­ 
bered in after ages not for his riches or 
power, but for his faith in an invisible 
God as maker and ruler of all things, 
who makes aud keeps covenants with 
man for m an’s protection and good. 
Abraham is the first of religious 
prophets. 
He is a discoverer of eternal 
principles of righteousness. 
He is the 
Columbus of religion. 
He leads into a 
new world of spiritual life not by offer­ 
ings and purchase of the favor of the 
gods, but by sincere and loving trust in 
one God as Eternal Father. 
He is the 
first of those who live by faith, the fa­ 
ther of the faithful. 
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( ’n illing D p A lon g. 
In 1861 the fugitive slaves at Fortress 
Monroe were called by General B. F. 
Butler 
“ contrabands. ” 
Then 
came 
“ freedmen” aud free men. The emanci­ 
pation proclamation freed from slavery 
4,000,000 blacks. 
It broke, tho ties of 
master and slave, but did uot make the 
slave able to care for himself aud be a 
man among men where he had always 
before been a thing. 
The only power 
which could do this was uot civil nor 
military, but mental aud spiritual. The 
church organized to teach and evan­ 
gelize 
this multitude.

churches have been provided by the 
Freedmeu’s Aid and Southern Educa­ 
tion society.

i christened the British nation in bulk as 
! John Bull iii the political strife inci­ 
dental to the dismissal of the Whig 
ministry of I TIO, wheu the able aud 
avaricious Marlborough saw the begin­ 
ning of the decline of his brilliant tor- 
j tunes. 
“ The History of John Bull” was a 
satire on the political events p-ecodiug 
the treaty of Utrecht in I 718, written 
by Arbuthnot. Iu 1704 he had been ere 
ated physician extraordinary to the 
queen in recognition of his services in 
saving the life of Anne’s husband, 
Prince George of Denmark, He had be­ 
come the queen’s medical attendant, a 
position of no mean importance at a 
time wheu so much depended ou the 
succession to tile crown, and ho was 
closely in touch with court life. 
“ For the better understanding of the 
following history the reader ought to 
know that Bull iu the main was an 
honest, plain dealing fellow, choleric, 
bold and of a very inconstant temper. 
He dreaded uot old Lewis, either at 
backsword, single falchion or cudgel 
play, but then he w as very apt to quar­ 
rel with his best friends, especially if 
they pretended to govern him. 
If you 
flattered him, you might lead him like 
a child. John’s temper depended very 
much on the air; his spirits rose aud fell 
with his weurhcr glass.

G eneral Joiihrrt’a Story Saved the 
1.1 tea of th* Jem raon Raider*. 
A most interesting account of the 
manner iii which the lives of Jameson 
and his men were spared, after the sur­ 
render to the Boers, is told by the 
Nieuw’s Van den Dag of Amsterdam: 
The stern old Boers, wheu they had 
Jameson and his fellow officers in their 
hands, determined to execute the lead­ 
ers of the band ut daybreak. The meet­ 
ing took place in President K ruger’s 
house, 20 tieing present, of whom the 
great majority, wild with indignation 
at the sudden inroad into their terri­ 
tory, were for shooting the British offi­ 
cers at once. 
President Kruger opposed this sum­ 
mary plan and used all his eloquence 
aud all his influence on behalf of the 
prisoners. 
For a loug time his efforts 
were vain. 
It was 4 o’clock in the 
morning, aud the president’s opponents 
were still for execution. 
The lives of 
the foreigners hung by a thread. 
At length General Joubert, one of the 
few who agreed with the president., had 
recourse to the old time Boer method of 
convincing his hearers. He inado use of 
a parable. 
“ Friends,” he said, “ will you uot 
listen to my voice once more? Suppose 
that close to my farm lives a bad neigh­ 
bor who keeps fierce hounds in his 
house, worrying my sheep exceedingly 
tqid also killing some. 
What, then, 
would you have m ete do? Should I kill 
the bounds to tie free of this worry? 
Truly my neighbor would say unto me: 
•Thou hast killed my hounds, yet their 
value is greater than the value of your 
sheep. 
Pay thou me!’ Is it uot better 
that I should take the hounds aud go­ 
ing into my neighbor’s bouse say, 
‘These are thine; now pay me for the

MAKING WOOD ALCOHOL. 


Th# Deadly Sabatance That Thirsty 
T o i l e r s S o m e t i m e * D r i n k . 
It is necessary first to convert wood 
into liquid. The strongest hydraulic 
pressure would not squeeze one-half of 
I per cent of the moisture from dry 
wood, but by puttiug the same material 
into an iron retort aud converting it 
into charcoal by means of heat the gases 
aud smoke, to the extent of fully 65 per 
oetifc of the weight of the wood, may be 
condensed into pyrol igneous acid, from 
which are obtained wood alcohol, acetate 
of lime and wood tars. A cord of wood 
weighing 4,000 pounds produces about 
a, 650 pounds of pyroligueoue acid and 
700 pounds of charcoal. The pyrol igne­ 
ous acid from one cord of wood pro­ 
duces tt gallons of 82 per oent crude 
wood alcohol, 200 pounds of acetate of 
lime and about 25 gallons of tar, besides 
85 bushels of charcoal. After the pyro- 
ligneous acid is neutralized with lime 
the wood alcohol is distilled off, the 
lime holding the acetio acid in solution. 
After the separation of the wood spirit 
the remaining liquid is boiled down in 
puns to a sugar, which is dried, and be­ 
comes the acetate of lime of commerce. 
Acetate of lime is used for making acetio 
acid. 
Fully three-fifths of all the wood al­ 
cohol aud acetate of lime produced In 
the world are made in the United .States. 
Over 15,000 acres of forest per year are 
cleared in the United States. Wood al­ 
cohol affords a perfect substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing and 
mechanical purposes, and at less than 
one-third the cost. It is used principally 
as a solvent iu the making of shellac 
varnish aud in making celluloid and 
photographic paper. It makes beautiful 
dye tints, is antiseptic and is used for 
liniments ami tor skin rubbing in bath 
houses.—Wine aud Spirit Gazette.
